Trims Its Expectations 


BEIJING - 一 Stalled con- 
struction of the Baoshan steel mil 


in :Shanghai，a project worth 


several billion dollars even by 
conservative estimates，is one of 
several recent _ economic frustra- 
tions between China and .Japan， 
Criticized at last falls National 
People's Congress and by Shang- 
hai citizens as a wasteful and 
polluting capital construction，the 
Baoshan steel mill is now only in 
the first of two stages of construc- 


tion，and unless China and Japan 
agree on terms for a loan, even the - 
first stage may not be completed. 


Nippon Steel， the ， worlds 
largest Steelmaker， is the principal 
contractor for Baoshan， The plan 
for the steel mill goes back to 
Nov.，1977，when，according to 
the Cjristianm Science Monmitom， 
Chinese Deputy Premier Li Xian- 
nian asked then chairman of 
Nippon Steel Yoshihiro Inayama， 
to _ help China build a seaside 
integrated steel mill， 

MODERN 

Inayama Tesponded ， enthu- 
siasticalljy， and ,basic contracts 
were signed by Dec.，1978. The 
mill was to be built with the latest 
modern technology，and Produce 
6 million tons of steel Per year， 
with two blast furnaces，a seam- 
less tube plant and hot and cold 
rolling mills. 

Nippon Steel estimated total 
costs _at IToughly $6 billion，or 
$1,000 per ton of steel productionm， 
Anew blant in the US would cost 
from $1;500 to $2,000 per ton, the 
Monmitor ieported . 

At the National Peoples Con- 
gress last September the Chinese 
estimated the total cost of Baoshan 
at$15.13 bjillion. Japanese soUTces 
attribute the discrepancy in esti- 
mates to higher-than-expected 
local construction costs and to 
Chinese valuing the yuan at 2:8 to 
the dollarrather than 1.5, the rate 
prevailing during the Congress. 

The ax on Baoshan fell in 
January. With the first stage 40 色 
completed，tbhe Chinese formally 
notified the Japanese that they
